The committee 
wants data on supposed stamps submit- 
ted. Arthur E. Owen, 6 Canterbury Rd., 
Abington, Pa., is attending to this work. 
Unless the two stamps are authenticated, 
they will probably be dropped from the 
next Scott Specialized Catalogue. 





An unusual U. S. collection: Special 
ery stamps, was shown at the Col- 
lectors Club in New York recently by its 
owner, W. L. L. Peltz. Mr. Peltz showed 
& first day cover of the Special Delivery 
Service which had been mailed from 
Ilion, N. Y., Sept. 30, 1885, though the 
Stvice was not inaugurated until the 
next day. It was numbered “1” at the 


office of delivery, Boston, Mass. Among 
some other notes on the collection was 
the explanation, now mostly forgotten, of 
the origin of the name “Merry Widow” 
for the 10c green special delivery stamp 
of 1908. At that time it was given the 
nickname because Mercury’s winged hel- 
met was so similar to the hat worn by 
the heroine in the currently popular mu- 
sical play, “Merry Widow.” The stamp, 
incidentally, owes its short life to being 
confused with the regular lc green 
stamps. 





We don’t know who sent it, but our 
thanks to the anonymous reader. West- 
field, Mass., had a special postal card 
printed for the use of the 1c Horace 
Mann Educators stamp on the second 
day of issue. The card bears a photo 





of the original state normal school build- 
ing which was erected as part of the 
second of the three first normal schools 
which Mann caused to be founded. At 
Westfield was the first public-supported 
teacher-training institution for both men 
and women.

Famous American Composers 


STEPHEN COLLINS FOSTER 


For nearly a century the compositions of Stephen 
Foster have been popular airs, sung by all great singers 
as well as the untrained. The composer was born at 
Lawrenceville, now a part of Pittsburgh, Pa., on July 4, 
1826. His father was from Virginia and a prosperous 
merchant in the city. Foster was educated at schools in 
Towanda and Athens, Pa., entering at 15 a college at 
Canonsburg. This schooling included music, for he had 
a natural talent in that direction, as at the age of seven 
he had learned to play the flageolet. He was also pro- 
ficient at the guitar and banjo, which was reflected in 
many of the compositions of later years. “Open Thy 
Lattice, Love” was his first song published; in 1842 while 
he was employed at Louisville, Ky., as a bookkeeper. 
Nearly 200 other compositions following in the next 22 
years. Their melodies are simple, of such range that 
even the most limited voices could master easily. ‘“O Susannah” became the 
marching song of the Forty-niners in their march westward. During a visit to the 
home of a Judge Rowan at Bardstown,® Ky., Foster wrote “My Old Kentucky 
Home” and this accounts for the selection of this town as first day city for the 
stamp. In 1854 he married Jane McDowell in a whirlwind courtship—the “Jean- 
nie” that will never be forgotten for of her he wrote “Jeannie With the Light Brown 
Hair.” Foster never traveled in the south, with exception of the Kentucky visit, 
but by visits to negro camp meetings and wandering about the river front, he 
learned the basis for his 30 or more negro ditties, of which “Old Black Joe” pub- 
lished in 1861, was the last. It was not until the famous and popular Christy’s 
Minstrels bought his “Way Down Upon the Swanee River” and played it during 
tours, that Foster became well known. It sold over 500,000 copies in a short time. 
Stephen had never seen the S(u)wanee River, using its name merely to make the 
words rhyme. Other popular songs were “Old Dog Tray,” “Old Folks At Home,” 
“‘Massa’s in de Cold, Cold Ground.” “Beautiful Dreamer” was the last of his songs. 
Improvident, his life was not a very happy one and in later years he would sell the 
songs for small sums and then spend the money in drinking. He died penniless in 
New York City on Jan. 13, 1864, and kindly biographers have touched lightly of the 
later years of the slight composer, who was often accused of wasting his time in 
“dreaming.” Foster has been termed the Edgar Allen Poe of American composers.

A shipmaster must carry mails if the 
postal service wants him to. This quirk 
of the postal laws was demonstrated 
when on March 16 customs men pre- 
vented the Norwegian-American liner 
“Bergensfjord” from sailing because the 
captain refused to carry mails for fear he 
might be attacked by either side in the 
current war due to mail being considered 
as contraband. 





50 folk festivals in celebration of the 
400th anniversary of Coronado’s explora- 
tions are under way. They started May 
1 in western Texas and apparently are to 
progress through that state, and New 
Mexico, ending on May 31. The stamp 
if issued, can therefore be expected soon. 





Apparently at least two finds of the 7c 
McKinley rotary press printing imper- 
forate horizontally must have been made. 
Nels Lundgard of Glouster, N. J., ad- 
vises he saw a sheet in 1929 at Atlantic 
City and obtained two pairs from it and 
sold these “for about $4.00” in New 
York in 1932. The pair which brought 
$162 at a recent Mint Sheet Brokerage 
auction is reputedly from a find of these 
made some years ago at an unnamed Ohio 
post office. 





Robert Coulmare, Fitchburg, Mass., 
inquires why the 3c Pony Express stamp 
is not purple, as he understands there is 
a postal law that 3c stamps must be 
purple. The official description announc- 
ing the stamp says the color is “purple” 
and apparently this was changed after 
the notices were printed. There is no 
law designating colors of stamps. They 
can be any color. However, by the agree- 
ments with the Universal Postal Union, 
member countries are required to have 
all stamps paying the first letter rate 
on international mail printed in blue; 
all stamps for first letter rate of interior 
mail in red; and all stamps for postal 
cards in green. The 3c rate is temporary 
and hence the color of 3c stamps has, 
except for few instances like the Byrd, 
Maryland and Pony Express, remained 
purple, and the 2c stamp has continued 
to be red. This was true during the 
temporary increase of postal rates during 
the first World War. 





Newburyport in particular and the rest 
of Massachusetts in general is backing 
a movement to have Jacob Perkins shown 
on a stamp. As mentioned before, Per- 
kins discovered the method of transfer- 
ring designs to soft steel plates and then 
hardening them, which made possible the 
printing of an infinite number of iden- 
tical items like postage stamps in du- 
plicate of the design on the original die.

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Wyoming Commemorative 





A special three-cent commemorative 
postage stamp will be issued by the Post 
Office: Department on July 10, 1940, in 
connection with the Fiftieth Anniversary 
of the admission to statehood of the 
State of Wyoming, it was announced 
April 24 by Postmaster General James 
A. Farley. The official announcement is 
as follows: 

“The new stamp, which is to be purple 
in color, will be placed on sale for the 
first time on that date at the Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, Post Office, exclusively and it 
will be available at post offices through- 
out the country the following day, or as 
soon thereafter as distribution will per- 
mit. 

The central design of the new Wyom- 
ing stamp will contain a reproduction of 
the Wyoming State Seal, the principal 
motif of which is a reproduction of the 
“Victory of Louvre” statue. This statue 
depicts the draped figure of a woman 
holding in her right hand a staff from 
the top of which floats a banner upon 
which appears the inscription “Equal 
rights,” symbolic of the political equality 
of women in Wyoming, the first State in 
the Union to grant women suffrage. 

“Standing to the left of the statue is 
the figure of a man with a broad brimmed 
hat holding a lariat, representing the 
livestock and grazing industry of the 
State, while at the right of the statue is 
the figure of a miner with pick in hand, 
symbolic of the State’s mining industry. 
Inscribed on pillars at either side of the 
“Victory of Louvre” statute are the words 
“Livestock” and “Grain” on the left, and 
“Mines” and “Oil” at the right, indica- 
tive of four of the State’s major indus- 
tries. 

“The inscription ‘U. S. Postage’ will 
appear across the top of the new stamp, 
underneath which on a two-line curved 
panel will be the wording “State of Wy- 
oming, 50th Anniversary.” In the lower 
left hand corner will be the inscription 
‘1890’ and in the lower right hand corner 
will appear the year ‘1940.’ The denom- 
ination designation ‘Three (3) Cents’ will 
appear across the bottom of the stamp, 
which is to be arranged vertically and 
will be approximately the same size as 
the current Special Delivery Stamp. 

“Further details relative to first-day 
cover arrangements and the number of 
Wyoming stamps to be printed will be 
announced later by the Post Office De- 
partmen’ ”

New Savings Stamps Issued 





The Post Office Department has issued 
to those post offices having a Postal 
Savings division, the new 25c, 50c and 
$1 Postal Savings Stamps, plates for 
which were included among postage 
stamp plates manufactured in January 
and printed in February. The new 
stamps are the result of an act of Con- 
gress passed in 1939, extending the 
scope of the savings stamps. Like the 
10c stamp in use for many years, they 
will be sold to the public, and when a 
card filled with the stamps is presented 
at a Postal Savings window a Postal 
Savings Account may be opened, or one 
of the government Savings Bonds pur- 
chased. The new high values are in- 
tended to make it easier to buy the 
bonds. The 25c stamp is being sent all 
first and second class Savings offices, but 
the 50c must be requisitioned by most. 
The $1 will be available only at those 
post offices “which sponsor savings 
groups among their employees or who 
have patrons who sponsor a_ savings 
group primarily to provide an easy pay- 
ment plan for the purchase of savings 
bonds.” 

None of these stamps are good for 
postage. They will, it is reported, be 
listed in the next U. S. Specialized Cat- 
alogue. It should be noted that a new 
design 10c stamp is also being issued 
to replace the one now current, so col- 
lectors should obtain the old ones while 
they can. Some post offices, having no 
sale for these stamps for many years, 
may still have the first issue orange and 
blue stamps on watermarked paper, and 
plate markings of the 1910 style. 


New Plate Numbers 





The following plates were sent to press 
during the month of March: 

lc Audubon 22546-47; 10c Addams 
22558-60; 1c Foster 22564-65. These 
were the usual 280-subject rotary press 
electric eye convertible plates used for 
the Famous Americans Series. 

Plates 22561-62 of the 3c Pan-Ameri- 
can Union stamp and 22579-80-81-82 of 
the Pony Express stamp. These were 200- 
subject rotary press plates. 

The only ordinary stamp plates sent 
to press were 22426-27 for the 3c Jeffer- 
son Presidential, both being electric eye 
convertible 400-subject plates. 


Martin Elected Chief

First Day Statistics 





First-Day sales figures for the last five 
commemorative stamps issued by the 
Post Office Department were announced 
last night by Postmaster General James 
A. Farley as follows: 

lc Audubon, 144,123 covers mailed and 
551, 760 stamps with face value of $5,- 
517.60 sold. 2c Dr. Long, 158,128 covers 
mailed and 363,862 stamps with face 
value of $7,277.24 sold. 3c Pan-Amer- 
ican, 182,401 covers mailed and 233,053 
stamps with face value of $6,991.59 sold. 
5c Dr. Walter Reed, 154,464 covers 
mailed and 147,539 stamps with face 
value of $7,376.95 sold. 3c Burbank, 147,- 
033 covers mailed and 253,497 stamps 
with face value of $7,604.91 sold. 

The designer of the Wyoming State- 
hood Commemorative Postage Stamp 
was Alvin R. Meissner. The vignette was 
engraved by Charles A. Brooks while the 
lettering was done by Edward H. Hel- 
muth. 

It will be noted that according to the 
official figures given above, nearly 8,000 
more covers were mailed of the Dr. Reed 
stamps than are stated to be the number 
of stamps sold. Evidently one total at 
least is incorrect, or else 8,000 covers 
didn’t have stamps on them!

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British Centenary Stamps 
For Morocco 





A cablegram to the KenMore Stamp 
Co. from London states that there will 
be six stamps instead of four in the Post- 
age Stamp Centenary series. Denomina- 
tions will be 1%, 1, 1%, 2, 2%, 3d and 
they will also be overprinted for the 
Morocco Offices, making twelve stamps 
in all to be issued. The addition of the 
2d and 3d was due to increase of postal 
rates due to the war. 

There seems to be some confusion, 
however, regarding how many stamps 
will eventually appear, indicating inde- 
cision on the part of postal officials. 
Data reaching us via cable from A. Me- 
dowar, currently advertising these stamps, 
indicated at first a total of 11 stamps 
would be issued, then 12 and finally 
that 13 would be issued. Since it is un- 
derstood that unoverprinted stamps are 
used in the international city of Tan- 
gier and that stamps for the Morocco 
Agencies are now overprinted only for 
Spanish Currency, the additional varie- 
ties aside from the unoverprinted stamps 
must be these Spanish overprints. Col- 
lectors who have ordered covers and sets 
must be prepared for additional charges 
as dealers advertised these on the basis 
of the short set originally contemplated 
by British postal authorities.

Racketeers have injured 
other forms of collecting, such as cach- 
eted covers, etc. We will aim to see that 
the cataloguing and listing is in such a 
manner that labels made primarily for 
sale to collectors will be given scant at- 
tention. 

The first catalogue will be approxi- 
mately 5x7 inch size, will contain proba- 
bly 50 to 60 or more pages. It will retail 
at 50c per copy and it is our hope to 
have it ready in June. 

Collectors who are interested should 
read the advertising announcements that 
will be published. The support of all 
who are interested in this field will as- 
sure early publication of the catalogue.

Canton Island Post Offic 


Establishment of a United States post 
office on tiny Canton Island, 4,316 miles 
off San Francisco in the south Pacific 
Ocean, was announced April 27 by Post- 
master General Farley. 

Situated just below the equator, 1,912 
miles southwest of Honolulu, Canton 
Island is scheduled to become the first 
stop on the proposed United States air 
mail route between Honolulu and Auck- 
land, New Zealand, by way of Canton 
and Noumea, New Caledonia, which will 
afford direct service from San Fran- 
cisco to New Zealand as the San Fran- 
cisco-Honolulu leg is now being operated 
regularly as part of the Post Office De- 
partment’s trans-Pacific service which 
has been in operation since 1935. 

In making public plans for the estab- 
lishment of a post office on Canton Is- 
land, Postmaster General Farley also an- 
nounced that he has appointed Harold 
K. Graves as Acting Postmaster for the 
new south Pacific post office. Graves is 
at present employed as airport manager 
by Pan American Airways at Canton 
Island, and he will be in charge of the 
development of the Island as an air base 
for the New Zealand air mail route. The 
island is in the Phoenix Group and is 
about 11 miles long, though at its widest 
point is only 600 yards wide. Inhabitants 
total 12 men plus numerous rats and 
hermit crabs.

This is a sensible way to look at it, but I 
am afraid that there will be a lot of col- 
lectors that won’t take their high values 
as they find them, causing dealers more 
and more to find ways and means of get- 
ting OUT items till finally they will be 
entirely shut off and the collectors them- 
selves will have defeated their own cause. 

I have before me a 14c Atlanta with 
a date on it. The date is not very plain 
either, but after all it does not look so 
badly and as that was the way it was 
issued during the regular course of busi- 
ness should be a desirable item. The 
other day I noted a 9c New York, N. Y., 
which evidently had been tubbed, priced 
at 18c. Now are you going to pay a 
price like this or are you going to wait 
and take a dated one for a penny or per- 
haps nothing. It seems that right now, 
if you want ‘undated’ items, you must 
pay the price. There is a possibility that 
these items though in years to come will 
pay out, but there is also a possibility 


that this dating rule may be suspended 
any time and all the premium you paid 
for your high values, especially from the 
big cities, be entirely wiped away. I do 
not pretend to know what the answers 
will be but I do know there is some food 
for thought to the one that intends to 
spend money on high value Presidential 
Bureaus. 


APPLETON, WISs. 

W. O. Thiede of Appleton informs me 
that the old B71s have long since been 
used up and that the Presidentials have 
been on order as long ago as last Decem- 
ber but have not yet been delivered. To 
fill the gap the Appleton office has been 
using a U-120 metal handstamp of which 
Mr. Thiede sends a sample on the Ic 
Presidential. So you can put the Ic 
Appleton on your waiting list. 


NOTES 

The FORUM came in the other day 
with a lc Presidential, Vincennes, Ind., 
in U-87—222s from New York have 
been getting in the boys’ hair and now 
it’s Chicago. Here is a little dope on the 
Chicago 222s. The J. B. Lippincott Co. 
Publishers have used some of them, as I 
have a cover with a nice copy on it.—Mr. 
Leonard H. Janota of Blue Island, IIl., 
sends me a Ic Presidential from the home 
town (or is it suburb) in U-121 type. Mr. 
Janota says that this one cent value is 
the first of the Presidentials used there. 





North Pole Post Office 





Marshville, Wisc., was turned down, 
according to the Superior (Wisc.) Eve- 
ning Telegram, on the town’s request to 
change its post office name to “North 
Pole” because its office was not the 
northernmost in the state. The citizens 
of Cornucopia, Wisc., alert to the com- 
mercial possibilities of a village named 
“North Pole,” on April 1 voted 110 to 44 
to change the town name to North Pole. 
They hope their town may become the 
“northwestern headquarters of Santa 
Claus,” one newspaper states. It is as- 
sumed the post office department will 
recognize the change by supplying new 
postmarking stamps with the new name 
to the Cornucopia, alias North Pole, post 
office. Miss Phebe Booth of Superior 
submitted clippings.

“When you send for a cachet with Ic, 
to be ‘serviced,’ do you send a cacheted 
envelope or do they stamp the cachet on 
the envelope?” Most cachet sponsors 
(persons who will accept covers and see 
that a certain cachet is placed thereon) 
charge 1c per cover for “forwarding.” 
This small sum goes toward paying their 
postage expense in sending the covers 
under wrapping to the place where they 
are to be mailed (such as on navy ves- 
sels). Covers sent these people, however, 
should be stamped and addressed. In 
other words, ready to mail. If you send 
them a cover that already is ca.:heted 
they might have to place their cachet on 
the back if there be insufficient space on 
the front. LINN’S will not print free a 
mention of a cachet if the sponsor is 
charging for the cachet or envelope, or 
if sponsor desires to charge Ic “forward- 
ing” when the covers are being mailed 
locally and are not actually being for- 
warded any considerable distance. 





‘‘What are the value of Last Day Cov- 
ers?” We have repeatedly stated we do 
not give valuations. If you mean WHY 
collect them, the answer why some col- 
lectors do is that they are interested in 
postmarks of unusual names or of offices 
that are personally interesting. We know 
of no reason why these covers should be 
thought worth more than a nominal 
sum, since anyone can get them and hun- 
dreds of post offices are discontinued 
sometimes in a single year. 





“How may I obtain Last Day covers?” 
Like any other cover event. Prepare your 
cover by addressing it, sealing it, plac- 
ing stamp on it and then placing it inside 
another envelope with a note stating you 
want cancellation of the last day and 
mail to the Postmaster of the post office 
to be discontinued. Usually they will 
oblige with clear cancellations. You 
should send covers early enough that 
they will reach him before the office 
closes. 





A Wisconsin reader, Leslie E. Pease, 
reports finding a 3c Jefferson stamp which 
came apart into two curious portions: 
one piece being normally perforated all 
way around but only having the bottom 
60% of the design printed, above that 
the paper being blank; the second piece 
fitting over this blank space and having 
the design printed thereon. This is what 
is termed a “double paper” variety. U. S. 
stamps of the rotary press printings are 
printed on continuous rolls of paper, any 
break in a roll or addition of a new roll 
being handled by splicing the two by 
simply overlapping the ends of the two. 
Inspectors try to detect and throw out 
stamps which may be printed on these 
spliced portions, but the splicing is 
sometimes so well done that it escapes 
attention. Usually the splice covers sev-

“What is a bourse?” Webster’s defini- 
tion that it is place where merchants 
gather to sell and exchange is applicable 
to stamp bourses. At most: exhibitions 
tables are set out from the walls in a 
row, sufficient space being between table 
and wall to allow the vendor to sit there, 
while such customers as choose can sit 
down on chairs placed along the other 
side of the table. On the table the 
dealer places his stock books, etc., and 
the customer looks through these, same 
as at any store counter. Most bourse 
spaces are six feet wide, and effort is 
made to locate them where visitors to 
the exhibition will see the wares dis- 
played. The original stamp bourse was 
that in Paris of the 60’s when informal 
groups got together in the gardens of the 
Tuilleries, not necessarily though with 
tables. They carried their materials and 
collectors predominated. Precancel club 
bourses are generally conducted on a 
barter basis. Illustrated is an old photo 
of the Paris bourse, still in operation. 





“I have a copy of the 50c Foreign 
Exchange U. S. Civil War Revenue which 
is imperforate at the vertical sides, but 
it is not listed in the catalogue. Is this 
a freak or rarity and why is it not list- 
ed?” Our correspondent goes on further 
to state his stamp looks like it was from 
a block, perforated only one direction, 
the imperforate sides being separated by 
creasing and then tearing the stamps 
apart. While it may have been from an 
imperforate vertically sheet, the fact that 
it is a single makes it impractical to list 
it in the catalogue as a similar copy 
might be made by cutting the perfora- 
tions off the same two sides of a fully 
perforated stamp. Catalogue listings of 
part perfs or imperfs are based on the 
known existence of an unsevered pair at 
least. A single copy is not conclusive 
proof. 





A lic 1851 U. S. having at the left 
margin the printed inscription “TON & 
CINCINNATI” puzzled one reader. This 
is the last portion of the plate inscrip- 
tion on the plate and is found on the 
sheet margins (if you are lucky) and in 
full reads “Toppan, Carpenter & Co., 
Bank Note Engravers, Phila., New York, 
Boston & Cincinnati.” It extends along 
the margins of about four stamps. 


A copy of the 2c 1928 Molly Pitcher 
stamp with the “M” of “MOLLY” hav- 
ing an extension of the left upright of 
the letter is reported by William Rob- 
ertson, New Kensington, Pa., who asks if 
it is a variety. Unless two copies, exactly 
identical, are found, it probably isn’t, as 
this overprint was often smeary in ap- 
pearance and such extras on the letters 
could be and probably are just among
